NE year ago, “Domestic Engineering’ estab- 
lished a precedent by issuing the first Farm 
Number ever published in the plumbing and 

heating field. Ome of the reasons back of this action 
was that the farmer was getting a great deal of prom- 
inence in public print as one enjoying the greatest 
prosperity in agricultural history, and it seemed timely 
to call the plumbing and heating contractor's atten- 
tion to this fact and urge him to sell the farmer. 
Since that time conditions have not changed materi- 
ally so far as the farmer is concerned. Crop reports 
are exceptionally encouraging. Business houses, do- 
ing a large volume of business with the farmer, re- 
port trade brisk. In other words, as a prospect for 
plumbing, heating, water supply and lighting business, 
the farmer is just as good as he ever was, and maybe 
a little better. During the past year, the campaign of 
education along the lines of sanitation, sewage dis- 
posal, etc., conducted by farm papers, agricultural 
colleges, the 
agencies, has gone ahead effectively, and all of this 
work has brought the farmer closer to the plumbing

Business Conditions Affecting the Contractor. 


If conditions have not changed materially with 
the farmer, the same is not true generally with the 
plumbing and heating contractor. Work in many 
large cities and towns has been tied up in considerable 
volume, owing to the high costs of materials and 
labor, industrial unrest, and the financial stringency. 
It has caused contractors to look around for busi- 
ness in other quarters, and the farm field has come 
into focus. The desirability of cultivating the farmer 
has become firmly established in the minds of many 
who ignored him completely in the past. With that 
realization has also come the satisfaction that, as a 
potential buyer, the farmer should not be relegated 
to second place, with the city customer in first place. 
Many have discovered that the farmer’s requirements 
are heavier than those of the city buyer, and further- 
more, he wants the best, in the majority of cases, 
and, above all, he is good financially. ‘That com- 


bination has had a stimulating effect on many who 
gave little or no consideration to the farmer as a valu- 
able customer. 
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More Contractors Must Get Busy. 


That these opportunities have not been seen every 
where is evidenced from the following letter received 
from a jobber in a well known agricultural state. 
He says: “We regret to state that, in the territory 
covered by us, we do not know of a single plumb 
ing or heating contractor who makes a practice, or 
who has made a success, selling farmers. We are 
very much inclined to believe that, in this territory, all 
of the trade is overlooking this opportunity, as prac- 
tically all of the business transacted by the recognized 
plumbing and heating trade is in the cities.”’ 

There is no question that this condition is also true 
in a great many other districts. Many contractors are 
operating in the same old way, paying little attention 
to selling possibilities in their immediate neighbor 
hood. Many are fighting keenly for the little job in 
town, when, five or ten miles outside the city limits, 
there are prospects by the score only waiting to be 
a wide variety of equip-

Activities Should Start Now. 

The merchant-contractor who seeks profits from the 
farmer should not lose any time if he wishes to cash 
in this year and build business for the years to come. 
Selecting the proper territory should have the first 
consideration, then the preparation of a good list of

quently and literature mailed at regular intervals. 
Newspaper advertising can also be used in conjunc- 
tion with the personal and direct-by-mail work. Good 
window displays and attractive showroom will also 
do a great deal to get the farmer's attention. Cor- 
related advertising makes sales. The maintenance of 
an exhibit at the state or county fair needs immediate 
attention, as an economical way of reaching a large 
number of prospects. Specialized effort is bound to 
be resultful. 

Business awaits the live plumbing and heating con- 
tractor in farming districts, and the man going about 
it in the proper manner will have little cause to com-

Ge A. Zirhut, of the Onarga Plumbing and Heating 
Co., ‘ynarga, IIL, said, regarding the country business: “It 
is necessary to use a hittle judgment in calling on the 
farmor, for he 1s seldom in a position to talk business dur 
ing the busy days of summer. For this reason when I deal 
with the farmer during the summer, I drive out in the 

¢, and as I sell farm lighting plants, I usually in 
luce him to drive with me to some farm home where I have 
made an installation. The drive and visit puts him tn a 
good mood and makes him more willing to talk business 
Water supply systems, farm lighting plants, and pipeless 
furnaces are the best wedges for opening a plumbing and 
heatiig business in the country.” 

Must Do Business Direct. 

“In order to make the most money out of the country 


business, the plumbing and heating contractor must do 


some merchandising,” said Geo. Klemstein of the Windber 


Plumbing & Supply Co., Windber, Pa. “There is money to 
be made in straight plumbing and heating, but the sale of 
water supply systems, electric washing machines, vacuum 
sweepers, etc., belong in the business and add consider 
ably to the profits. It is necessary to go out and deal with 
the farmer himself and then do a good job if you want any 
more business in that part of the country.” 

“The farmer used to furnish over half of my business,” 
said Mr. Shorthill, of the Shorthill Plumbing & Heating 
Co., Canton, O., “but during the last couple of years I have 
been so busy in town and help has been so scarce that | 
have neglected the country trade to some extent. I like 
the country business because when the job is done the 
money is there. The farmer doesn’t order a thing until he 
has the money to pay for it. 

“In going after the farmer’s business a good tast truck 
is necessary, one that can get over the ground in good time 
and stand up well under it. Whoever starts in a certain 
section of the country and does good work, will get all the 
business in that section without doing any advertising. Much 
of my country work, which at present is chiefly installing 
water supply systems and hot water heat, is done on the 
time and material basis.” 

“It takes too long to sell to the farmer,” said Fred W. 
Justus, of the Justus Plumbing & Heating Co., Masillon, 
0. “The pay is certain, but is sometimes very slow. For 
this reason I don’t care to do a great deal of work for the 
farmer, but I do considerable work on county schools, for 
there the money has to be voted before the work can be- 
gin.” 

Building Business in Iowa. 

Mr Luethye, of Wilton Junction, Iowa, who employs 
about fitteen men in his plumbing and heating business, 
does most of his business with the farmers. “The best, and 
as far as I can see the only way, to build up a country 
Plumbing and heating trade is to get to know the farmer 
bersonally,” said Mr. Luethye. “I go out to call on them 
and to get their acquaintance and confidence by meeting 
them at their various gatherings, and when they come to 
‘own, especially on market days, I try to be around on the 
street or the places the farmers gather. If there is a strang- 
erin the crowd, I want to know him. In this way I de- 
velop a very large number of friends throughout the sur- 
rounding country, which is really necessary, for the farmer
